4. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein at least one video 
stream comprises a scene change, and wherein at least a portion of the video 
streams are ranked according to frequency of scene changes. 
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5. (original) The method of claim 1 f wherein the video strearnsane 
ranked according to popularity. 

6. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein at least one video 
stream is promoted to a higher rank in response to the time of day. 

7. (original) The method of claim 1 f wherein at least one video 
stream is promoted to a higher rank in response to the day of the week. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein at least one video 
stream is promoted to a higher rank in response to information contained within a 
user's calendar 

9. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein displaying comprises: 
displaying the video streams in a grid format in the user interface. 

10. (original) The method of claim 9, wherein a video stream 
displayed near the top of the user interface has a higher rank than a video stream 
displayed near the bottom of the user interface. 

1 1 . (original) The method of claim 9, wherein a video stream 
displayed near the left side of the user interface has a higher rank than a video 
stream displayed near the right side of the user interface.

49. (original) The computer program product of claim 47, wherein a 
video stream displayed near the left side of the user interface has a higher rank than 
a video stream displayed near the right side of the user interface. 

50. (original) The computer program product of claim 39, wherein 
displaying comprises:

emphasizing the video stream of highest rank.

enlarging the video stream of highest rank as displayed on the user 
interface relative to the other video streams. 

54. (original) The computer program product of claim 39, wherein 
the network comprises one of a cable network and a direct satellite broadcast (DBS) 
network. 

55. (original) The computer program product of claim 39, wherein 
the terminal comprises an interactive television system.
